CHAPTER I. 


An ACT to provide for convening the Legislative Assembly during the remaining 
thirty-nine days of its Seventeenth Annual Session, 


Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Utah: 
That the Council and House of Representatives adjourn to meet to-morrow 
in the City Hall of Great salt Lake City, at one p.m. of the 11111 day of January, 1868, 
and there hold the remaining thirty nine daysof this their Seventeenth Annual Ses- 
sion; and that "An Act to provide for convening the Seventeenth and subsequent 
Annual Sessions of the Legislative Assembly,” "approved Jan, 8, 1867," is hereby re- 
pealed. This Act is to bein force from and after its passage.

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CHAPTER 11, 


An ACT changing the name of Richland County to Rich County. 


Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Utah: 
That the name and style of Richland County, wherever it occurs in the records and 
on the seal of said County and elsewhere, shall hereafter be Rich County; and that all 
questions, rights, property and interests pending and acerued under the former name 
and style shall be continued and deemed of the same force and virtue under the new 
name and style of Rich County.

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CHAPTER III. 
An ACT changing the name uf Great Salt Lake City and Great Salt Lake County. 


Be it enacted by the Governor andl Le rielitive A-<embly of the Territory of Utah: 
That the name and style of dares Salt Lage Catv, wherever it occurs in the charter 
and ou the corporate seil owani city aad ehewi ль, shall hereafter be Salt Lake City; 
nod that allquestions, pirhe, pom ety sar) iet pending and aeecued. under the 
former nate and style atoll bee mitigate Pas | нение оГ tie same foree and virtue 
under the new name aod буе of sale Dal СУ, and that the name and style of 
Great malt Lake County, wherever it oeeurs in. the records and on the seal of said 
county and elsewhere, shall hereavter be Salt Lake County; and. that all questions, 
rights, property and intere [5 pendiow and aeerae d under the former name and style 
shall be eontínued and deemed of the sanies foree and virtae under the new name and 
Bty le of Salt Lake County.

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CHAPTER ТУ. 
An ACT extending the howwlaries of the City of Coalville, in Summit County. ` 


Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Utah: 
That the boundaries of the City of Coalville, in Summit County, are hereby extended 
as follows: Cominoneinz atthe VY iateh eol bed, thence running east two miles, 
thenee north two miles, thenee west four miles, thence south five miles, thence east 
four miles, thence north three milies till it intersects the line running east from Ше. 
place of beginning. So much of section oneof “An Act incorporating the City of Coal- 
ville, in Sutnmit County,” as conflicts with this Act, is hereby repealed.

CHAPTER V. 


_ An ACT to incorporate Deseret ,City, in Millard County. 


Src. 1.—Be it enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly or the Territory 
of Utah: That all-that district of Millard County embraced in the following bounda- 
ries, to wit: Beginning at a point three miles due east of the southeast corner of block 
37, in Deseret City survey, thence south three miles, thence west six miles, thence 
north six miles, thence east six miles, thence south three miles to the place of begin- 
ning, shall be known and designated under the name and style of Deseret City, and 
the inhabitants thereof are hereby constituted a body corporate and politic by the 
name aforesaid, and may haveand use a common seal which they may change and 
alter at pleasure. 

* Sec. 2.—The inhabitants of said city, by ће name and style aforesaid, shall have 
power to sue and be sued, to plead and be impleaded, defend and be defended in all 
courts of law and equity, and in all actions whatsoever; to purchase, receive and hold 
property real and personal; to purchase, receive and hold real property be- 
yond the city for burying grounds or for other public purposes for the use of the inhabit- 
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ants of said city; to sell, lease, convey ordisposeof property real and personal for the 
benefit ofsaid city; to improve and protect puvh property, ан to do all other things in 
relation thereto as natural person, | 

Rec. 3.—There shall be à City Council, tà consist of a Mayor and five Counellars, 
who shall have the qualitications of electors of sald «ity, and shall be chosen hy the 
qualified voters thereof, and shall hold their offices for two years and until their sue- 
cessors shall be elected and qualified. The City Council shall judge of the qualifime 
tions, elections and returns of their own members, and a majority of them shalt form 
a quorum to do business; but à smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and 
compel the attendance of absent members under such penalties as may be preseribed 
by ordinance; there shall also be elected in like manner two Justieesof the Peace, who 
shall have the qualifieations of voters, be commissioned by the Governor and have 
jurisdiction in all cases arising under the ordinances of the eity. 

SEC, 4.— Гре Mayor and Councilors, before entering uponcthe duties of their offlees, 
shall take and subscribe an oath oratlirination that they wili support the Constitutlon 
of the United States and the laws of this Territory, and that they will well and truly 
perform allthe duties of their offices to the best of their skill aud abilities. 

SEC. 5.—Опе Mayor and five Councilors shall be elected biennially, and the first 
election under this Act shall be at such time and place as the Probate Judge of МИ 
lard County shall direct: Provided, said election shall be on or before the first Monday 
in August next. Said election shall beheld and conducted as now is provided by law 
for the holding of elections for County and Territorial officers; and, at the said first 
election, all electors within said city limits shall be entitled to vote, 

BEC. 6.—The clerks of election shall leave with each person eleeted, or at hfs usual 
place of residence, within five days after the election, a written notice of his elections 
and each person so notified shall, within ten days after the election, take the oath or 
affirmation hereinbefore mentioned, a certificate of which oath shall be deposited with 
the Recorder, whose appointment is hereinatter. provided for, and be by him pre- 
served; and all subsequent elections shall be held, conducted and returns thereof 
made as may be Шоу for by ordinance of the City Council. 

SEC. T.— The City Council shall have authority to levy and collect taxes for city 
purposes upon all taxable property, real and personal, within the limits of the city, 
not exceeding one half of one per cent. per annum upon the assessed value thereof 
and may enforce the payment of the same in any manner to be provided by ordinance 
not repugnant to the Constitution of the United States or the laws of this Territory. 

sxc. 8,—The City Council shall have power to appoint a Recorder, Treasurer, 
Assessor and Collector, Marshal and Supervisor of Streets. They shall also have 
power to appoint all such other officers, by ordinance, as may be necessary, define the 
duties of all city officers and remove them from office at pleasure. : 

SEC. 9.—The City Council shall have power to require of all offieers, appointed in 
pursuance of this Act, bonds with security, for the faithful performance of their 
respective duties, and also to require of all oifivers, appointed as aforesaid, to take an 
oath for the faithful performance of the duties or their respective offices, 

SEC. 10.—The City Couneii shall have power and authority to make, ordain, 
establish and execute all such ordinances, not repugnant to the Constitution of the 
United States or the laws of this Territory, as they may deem necessary for the peace, 
benefit, good order, regulation, convenience and cleanliness of said city; for tne pro- 
tection of property therein from destruction by tire or otherwise, and for the health 
and happiness of the inhabitants thereof; and shall have control of the water and w iter 
coursesleadingtothecity: Provided, thatsuch созбо кпап not beexercised to the injury 
of any rights already acquired by actual settlers thereon; and shall have control of the wa- 
ter courses and mill privileges within said eity; but in по case shall they interfere with 
the natural rights of others acquired in relation to water privileges within said city. 
They shall have power to fill all vacancies that may happen by death, resignation, re- 
moval or otherwise, in any of the offices herein made elective; to fix and establish the 
fees of the ofticers of said Corporation; toimpose such fines, nof exceeding one hundred 
dollars, and imprisonment, not excecding six months, for cach offense for the breach 
or violation. .ofany city ordinance; to divide the city into Wards and specify the boun- 
daries thereof. 

SEC. 11.—All ordinances passed by the City Council shall, within one mouth after 
they shall have been passed, be published in some newspaper printed in said city, or 
certified copies thereof be posted up in three of the most public places 111 the ойу. 

SEC. 12.—АП ordinances of the city may be proven by the Seal of the Corporation 
and, when printed or published in book or pamphlet form, purporting to 
be printed or published by the authority of the Corporation, the same shall be 
received in evidence in all courts and places, without further proof. 

SEC. 13.—The Justice of the Peace of said city shall have all the powers of 
other Justices ofthe Peace, both in civil and criminal cases arising under the laws, of 
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the Territory. They shall perform the same duties, be governed by the same laws, 
give the same bonds and securiticgas other Justices of the Peace, They shall have 
exélosive jurisdiction Iu ullea-cesarisinaz under the отом of Che Corporation, and 
shall issue such proeessis may be neeess-ary to carry such ordinances into execution.

Memorial to Congress for an appropriation to pay for certain Public Prínting. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States in 
Congress assembled: 


Gentlemen.— Your Memorialists, the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Utah, respectfuily represent that, in pursuance of Legislative enactment, 
the Public Printer for the session of 1854-5 printed an edition of the laws embodying 
all in force at that date, a work of much convenience and utility, which was n for 
by the then Secretary of this Territory and his account audited and allowed by the 
proper department in Washington, without discriminating between the portion then 
printed for the first time and that which was a reprint. н 

The laws of each subsequent session being comparatively few in number, many of 
them amendatory, mostly published in pamphlet form, inconvenient for reference, 
and many of the editions out of print, the Legislative Assembly at its annual session 
in 1865-6, after ten of those small and amendatory editions had been pu blished, and 
many of them, as already stated, out of print, enacted as follows: “Гра the Public 
Printer for this Legislative Assembly is hereby authorized and required to print and 
publish in book form three thousand copies of the Digest of Laws as prepared and 
reported by the Joint Committee on Revision and Compilation, together with the 
Acts, Resolutions and Memorials passed and adopted during this Fifteenth Annual 
Session of said Assembly, with Index.” 

The Public Printer complied with the foregoing enactment in good faith, and pre- 
sented his account therefor at as reasonable rates as the cost of labor and matcrial here 
would permit, but the then Secretary, the Hon. Amos Reed, did not feel authorized to 
make any payments, and therefore did not make any, only upon the amount charged 
for the current printing of said Fifteenth session, wider a view that the Digest of Laws 
was a reprint, for the payment of which his instructions did not provide. Thus the 
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matter rested until the sion of 1556-7, when the Assembly, learning that the Publie 
l'rínter had been embarrassed by complying with their requirement. as aforenamed 
enacted in the Territorial Appropriation Bill as follows: “To Henry McEwan, Puh-

Memorial to Congress praying for an appropriation to defray the expenses of the late 
indian War in Utah Territory. : 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States in 
Congress assembled: à 


Gentlemen;—Your Memorialists, the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Utah, would most respectfully represent to your Honorable Body, that for 
the last thiec years, we have had а vexatious Indian war on our hands, the seat of 
which has been in Sevier, Piute and Sanpete counties, extending more or less to the 
counties of Wasatch, Utah, Millard, Beaver, Iron, Washington aud Kane, rendering 
a strong military force constantly necessary in the field. Col. Irish, former Superin- 
tendent of Indian Affairs, called on Gen. Connor to protect the settlements of this 
Territory from Indian depredations; the General replied, that if those depredations 
were committed upon any settlements remote from the mail line, he could. not do it. 
Colonel Head, present Superintendent of Indian Affairs, called on Colonel Potter to 
protect the settlements of this Territory where Indian hostilities existed. Col. Potter 
sent east for instructions in the ease, and received answer from Gen. Sherman that we 
must rely on the militia of the Territory. During this war, Sevier and Piute counties 
were abandoned by six extensive and flourishing settlements, it being considered im- 

racticable to defend them there. Their removal was effected at a lossof nearly all 

ney had, their stock and teams being mostly stolen and driven away by the Indians, 
and they were removed by the citizens of Sanpete county. Likewise four settlements 
on the borders of Sanpete county were broken up and removed at much expense and 
loss. Also fifteen settlements in Iron, Kane and Washington counties, besides two or 
three small settlements in Wasatch county. In this war we have furnished our own 
soldiers, arms, ammunition, transportation, cavalry horses and supplies for the years 
1865-6 and 7. We have borne a heavy burthen and we ask for compensation and aid, 
as most of our citizens atand near the seat of this war have become greatly reduced 
and impoverished thereby, and likewise the other settlements that have had to remove
